RAILROAD WRECKS 


In spite of all the villainous at- 


tempts to wreck trains, there do not 
seeni to be more of these casualties 
than at other times. 
In spite of 


bombs placed on tracks, bridge and 
rolling slock tampered with, the trains 
seem to be running about as usual 
except that they arc late. This need 
not occasion alarm, and it shows that 
the railroad men are using extraordi- 
nary care. 


Railroad wrecks can be reduced to » 


very low minimum if constant vigi- 
lance is maintained. It is significant 
that some railroads very rarely have 
any serious accidents, while they oc- 
cur frequently on other roads. This 
difference may be due in some meas- 
ure to superior equipment on a well 
maintained line. Vet the chances are 
that the human element is much more 
of a factor.

Thousands of English laborers, who 
through misfortune anjl thoughtless 
conlracls hnd become Indebted to the 
rich, were 
annually nrresled 
and 


thrown Into jail. Whole families were 
destitute or starving. 
To provide n 


refuge for these downtrodden poor of 
England ami the dislressed Protestants 
of other countries. James Oglethorpe, 
the philanthropist, a member of parli- 
ament, nppealed to Oeorge II for Ihe i 
privilege of planting a colony In Amer- 
ica. The petition was favorably hennl 
nnd June 0, 1732, n royal charter was

divinely appointed. Masterful, courage- 
ops, athletic nnjj handsgme, he was a 
true cavalier, useless excejft for War, 


The events of the story sport with' 


the.natural antagonism, In tradition 
and convictions, of. the Puritan Steph- 
en Brlce and the Lady of the Cava- 
liers, Virginia Carvel. They met first 
at a slave market. A beautiful quad- 
roon Is put up for sale. With all his 
savings of $900 Brice determines to 
buy the girl from a life of shame with 
an intending bidder and then free her. 
Virginia, through Colfax, also bids for 
the girl.to use her ns a maid; Brice, 
In sympathy for Ih'e pleading mother 
of the slave, persists In his purpose, 
and to Virginia's great disgust, out- 
lilds the other two, nnd manumits the 
girl. 


Soon after, on her father's insist- 


ence, 
Virginia 
protesttngly 
invites 


Brlce to her first party. 
She snubs 


him but finally dnnces with him. They 
mect fisnin nt n fnncy dress party in 
which she appears in the costume of 
her colonial great-grandmother, and 
he In that of Ills grandfather, a revo- 
lutionary colonel. She had only gone 
on the assurance he would not be 
there. 
His appearance prevents her 


giving way to the wooing of Clarence 
Colfax. 


They meet again at the country 


place of the Can-els, where Judge 
Whlpple Is convalescent and there 
pleasure each other In discussion. 
Through Judge Whlpple and her girl 
friends, news of Price Is constantly 
thrust 011 her. 


Silas Whtpple knew nnd felt Lin- 


coln's greatness «nd leadership. Whip- 
pie noled Brlce's ability and high 
qualities, but regretted his Boston 
narrowness. 
He sought to broaden 


him by subjecting him to Lincoln's 
personality. Under pretence of a busi- 
ness errand, he asked Lincoln to let 
the young man hear his debate at 
Freeport with Douglas. 
Brlce was 


with Lincoln the night before in a 
tavern, where, hatless. contless, vest- 
less, he discussed the wisdom of ask- 
ing Douglas the great question, the 
nnswer to which made Douglas sena- 
tor nnd Lincoln president. Lincoln's 
limpid Intellectual honesty, his pure 
logic, his luciility of style, anil his 
power of apt illustration, with his no- 
bility of soul nnd purpose, Impress 
themselves on youns Brice nnd pro- 
foundly affect his point of view.

The climax of the story comes at 


the deathbed of Judge Whlpple. Col- 
onel Carvel, though In the rebel army, 
returns to see his daughter. Hearing 
of Wblpple's Illness, he visits Whip- 
pie's onice, where he finds Virginia 
and Colfax. 
In the teller's -hurried 


withdrawal to chase a spy who proves 
to be Ellphatet Hopper, Virginia and 
Brlce, 
unexpectedly 
to 
each, 
are 


thrown together. She Is eurprltad Into 
a betrayal and full realization of her 
Interest In him. Hopper eludes Colfax 
and creeps Into Wblpple's outer of- 
fice. 
Dy corrupt transactions with 


Federal quartermasters he has Lecome 
a rich man and the real owner of the 
Can-el business. 
He finds Virginia 


alone and threatens, unless she mar- 
ries him, to betray her father toMhe 
^Unlon authorities as a spy. Brlce ap- 
'pears, strikes Hopper down, defies 
him with a counter-threat of prosecu- 
tion for corruption. 
This rids the 


story of Hopper. 


Colfax goes South after Virginia 


has broken their engagement. He Is 
subsequently captured as a spy. Brlce 
Identifies him and then Intervenes 
with Sherman to save his life. Mean- 
•time, Brlce Is sent by Sherman to City 
Point 
with dispatches. 
There he 


meets Lincoln again. Lincoln remem- 
bers htm nnd Invites him to become 
his aid. 


Tbe story closes with the visit of 


Virginia to Lincoln at the 
White 


House, for the pardon of Colfnx. Lin- 
^oln had heard of the circumstances, 
•fcees Virginia and brines In. Brlce, 


After a conversation In which there 
Is revealed to Virginia the constant 
sorrow of Lincoln's soul nnd his deep 
sympathy for the Southern people, he 
pardons Colfax and leaves Brlce and 
Virginia to that mutual confession of 
love of which each had long been con- 
scious. They were married at once, 
bnt tbetr honeymoon was darkened 
with the sudden taking off of the great 
American.

Ancient Population Trcmendou*. 
Mr. Mason sent the following mes- 


sage regarding the discoveries he has 
made thus far: 


"There must have been n trenicndOAie 


population here at one time, as the 
country Is covered with house sites. 
The region Is very mountainous, and 
the houses/which were of wood, were 
built on Terraces miide with retalgjug 
walls. In the center at each (errace 
there arc entering steps of beautifully 
cut stone, and, If the main path Is far 
below, other steps are built to con- 
nect the terrace, with It.

Not Be Injured by Rather 


Early Searing. 


Growers of fruits sometimes are 


alarmed because very young trees may 
set rather hravy crops of fruit. Since 
it Is perfectly natural for fruit trees 
to bear, they will not be Injured by 
early production unless allowed to 
overload. 


A"S long as a tree makes a normal 


growth, fnilt production will not hurt 
It. 
Peach and plum trees may pro- 


dace considerable fruit at two or three 
years of age; even when only one year 
old they sometimes begin bearing. 


Under the long system of pruning, 


which Is now being so generally prac- 
ticed, there Is a tendency for trees to 
bear more heavily and earlier than 
nnder the old system of heavy cutting 
back. It has been noticed that despite 
rather heavy fruit production at an 
early age. such trees will make a flne 
growth and apparently there Is no In- 
terference 
with their general condi- 


tion. 


While heavy thinning may be desir- 


able In the case of young fruit trees, 
they may be allowed to bear some 
fruit, and the practice of those who 
pnll It off seems to be unwarranted In 
the face of extended observations.
